spect to the illustrious dead. On Fifth 
avenue, Madison, Lexington, as well 
as on

draped flags were to be seen on private 
residences. On Broadway and other 
business thoroughfares flags were also 
at half-mast. 
The body of Secretary Windom was 
carried from the Fifth Avenue Hotel at 
half-past IO o’clock and conveyed in a 
hearse to the railroad depot at the 
foot

street.

W a s h i n g to n , Jan. 31.—The Presi­ 
dent and the members of his Cabinet 
assembled at the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad station Friday afternoon a t 
4:15 o’clock for the purpose of receiving 
the remains of Secretary Windom. The 
remains were brought in a special car 
attached to the regular train leaving 
Jersey City at 11:30 o’clock and ar­ 
riving in Washington a t 4:30 o’clock.

time and was received by a mdst dis­ 
tinguished assemblage, including all 
the leading public officials in Washing­ 
ton. All the bureaus, divisions and 
branches of the Treasury Department 
were represented by their principal of­ 
ficials and many of the clerks and sub­ 
ordinate employes. These all assem­ 
bled at the Treasury Department at 
o’clock and proceeded to the railroad 
station in a body.

BUTTNER GETS SEVEN YEAR8. 


BRADLAUGH IS NO MORE. 
L o n d o n , Jan, 31.—Charles Bradla' 
one of the most unique personalities 
English political 
lifes died Friday 
morning. 
D u r ­ 
ing the last five 
years Bradlaugh 
had b e c o m e a 
p o w e r i n t h e 
House of C om ­ 
mons, respected 
even by his po­ 
litical 
enemies. 
Fighter a a h e 
was, he m u c h 
** 
preferred bask- c h a r l e s b r a d l a u g h . 
ing in the sunshine of respect to buffet­ 
ing the storm of contumely. He died 
just as he had won his greatest triumph, 
for Thursday he reached the height of 
his ambition when the House 6f Com­ 
mons recinded the resolution whereby 
he had been excluded from representing 
th* constituency that so bravely stood 
by him. 
Bradlaugh’s death is regretted 
by all, except, perhaps, the most radi­ 
cal socialists. 
He had become too con­ 
servative in his views for them, and 
they feared him. 
He will be buried 
Tuesday without demonstration and 
without funeral services. 
Mr. Brad­ 
laugh’s end was quiet and peaceful 
He was insensible when he died, and 
seamed to suffer no pain. 
The im­ 
mediate cause of his death was uremia. 
[Charle* Bradlaugh was born September SA 
1833. at Holton, an eastern suburb of London. 
*ther Was an »Uorney’s clerk. Charles 
had Ave years’ common-school education when 
he was apprenticed as a clerk in the office in 
which his father was engaged. In his 14th 
year he became a wharf clerk. 
He became s 
Sunday school teacher, but because of his 
doubts about the Christian doctrine he incurred 
the displeasure of the ministers of the Estab­ 
lished (Episcopal) Church at the early age of 
lh He did not receive confirmation on account 
of those doubts and was accounted an unbe­ 
liever. He soon after enlisted as a common 
soldier, but through the bequest of sn aunt he 
was enabled "to buy his way” out of his regi­ 
ment in 1853. Thereafter he obtained employ­ 
ment as an errand man in an attorney’s offloe. 
He formed a debating society in London and 
became an agitator. He lectured In the English 
manufacturing towns in behalf of the rights of 
labor. He visited the United States, deliver 
lag lectures on the rights of labor in the vari­ 
ous manufacturing centers. He was earnest 
%nd eloquent and has been pronounced the 
fliost eloquent Englishman of his age. Wendell 
Phillips introduced him at Boston. 
In the 
West Robert G. Ingersoll became in part 
his patron. 
In 1880 he contested the seat 
tor Northampton in the Bri'tUh House. 
The 
borough is represented in Parlia­ 
ment by two members. 
The largest num­ 
ber of votes polled was for Henry Labouchere, 
the editor and proprietor of the London Truth 
who lecelved 4.153, while Bradlaugh came next 
with 3,827. But he had not yet accomplished 
the height of his ambition. By an act passed in 
1866 members of Parliament are required to 
take the oath of fidelity and true allegiance to 
the re lr-ing sovereign, with an engagement to 
maintain the succession, in a full House, before 
taking their seats. 
Mr. Bradlaugh refused 
to take the oath required. 
Lord Randolph 
Churchill, who is not more of a Christian than 
Bradlaugh was, fought against his admission. 
He was excluded for some tinier but finally ad­ 
mitted. The House by a vote of 275 to 380 re­ 
fused Mr. Bradlangh permission to either af­ 
firm or take the oath as a member. The next 
day he protested in the House against its 
right to refuse him his seat. 
He was 
ordered 
by the 
Speaker 
to 
withdraw 
•no, 
refusing 
to 
do 
so, 
was 
re* 
nosed in custody and lodged in the clock 
mwer. The following day he was released, the 
House having asserted its authority. The House 
then adoped a resolution, proposed by Mr. 
Gladstone, to allow members who chose 
to do so to affirm instead of taking 
the 
oath. 
The 
next 
day 
Bradlaugh 
made affirmation and took his seat. Mr. Par­ 
nell and the Irish members fought against 
his sdmlss.on on moral and religions grounds. 
When he was finally admitted he proclaimed 
hisself in favor of home rule for Ireland. H* 
wae re elected from Northampton in 1880 as 
a homo-ruler. He has eloquently and con­ 
sistently advocated the right of the Irish to 
self-government. 
Though an extreme Rad- 
leal he deprecated the eight-hour agita­ 
tion and refused to pledge himself to 
the 
eight-hour 
bill. 
He 
distinguished 
himself in the Houso of Commons as an 
opponent of the pensions and as an advocate of 
trades unionism and secular education. He 
has been frequently re-elected in Northampton 
by large majorities, and there is no doubt that 
he will be succeeded by a Radical Gladstonian 
home-ruler.]

another to the tariff bill; two others to 
excessive iBveitmcnte, or rather wild 
speculation,and one throws the blame 
for the present financiel ills to the 
gambling in 6tock aud grain.

L a n s in g , Mich., Jan. 31.—The Senate 
had a bare quorum Friday, the first 
time since January 21, and adjourned 
until Monday. 
Bills were introduced 
for establishing two justice courts in 
the city of Grand Rapids and appro­ 
priating $5,000 in aid of the Michigan 
Pioneer and Historical Society. Senator 
Doran introduced a series of bills which 
are intended 
to 
bring 
the great 
mining corporations of the Upper Pen­ 
insula to terms in the m atter of taxa­ 
tion. 
At present the mines pay a small 
tax upon their output. The existing tax

Under this system the great 
Chapin mine pays annually into the 
State Treasury about $5,000, while if it 
was compelled to bear the same pro­ 
portion as that borne by other prop­ 
erty in the State it would pay over 
yearly nearly $100,000.

Th® W ater C om pany P la ces R estrictions 
on J a n esv ille W orkm en 
Hereafter all plumbers doing business 
in Janesville will be placed under two 
thousand dollar bonds. This bas been 
made necessary by tbe adion of the 
Janesville Water Company to msore 
the better enforcement of their rules and 
regulations.
